and corrections for Oklahoma, insisted 
on having the muffs, mitts and irons 
used in the punishment cells brought 
into the committee meeting. The 
mitts could not be found, having been 
abandoned years’‘ago. The muffs are 
leather affairs intended to hold pris- 
oner's, hands so that he cannot strike 
himself or any one eijse. 

“I would like to have the deputy 
warden, who says this ‘alakazan’ is 
not cruel, take the ‘alakazan’ before 
us,” said Miss Barnard. She then 
brought in Dr. Ashley, one of her wit- 
nesses, who laid down on the table on 
his stornach and had Joe Runnels, an 
ex-convict, who used to help inflict 
punishment, shackle his hands and 
feet together behind his back. 

Dr. G. 8. Ashley of Amarillo, Tex., 
who served time for murder, told of 
punishments administered in the 
prison. He laid down on the floor to 
demonstrate how men are bound in 
the crib. 

Joe Runnels, who was sent up for 
manslaughter in the first degree, testi- 
fied that he was in the Insane ward as 
& trusty and-administered most of the 
punishments henself. He described 
the water cure, crib, muffing, mitts, 
irons, ete., graphically, but said most 
of the severe punishments were in- 
flicted before Warden Haskell took 
He has béen pardoned by 
Gov.

QUAKE TIES ITALY’S HANDS. 


Nature Puts New Phase on Near 
Eastern Situation, Constantly 
Growing Worse. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

VIENNA, Jan. 8%.—({Exclusive 
patch.}] The smoothing over of the 
difficulty caused by the Inflammatory 
speech made by M. Milovandvics, 
Foreign Minister of Servia, has not 
caused any real improvement in the 
Near Eastern situation, which is con- 
stantly growing worse. 

If Raron Aehrenthal, the Austrian 
Foreign Minister, grants a pecuniary 
compensation to Turkey, the situation 
may yet be saved; otherwise, the 
‘worst may be antic'pated. The Aus- 
trian diplomats are simply playing 
with Turkey, and this may prove to 
be a dangerous game. 

The belief is privately entertained

THOUSAND BURIED. 


All Injured Have Ben Removed from 
Reggio Ruins—Children Bur- 
row Out. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
REGGIO, Jan. 8—All of the injured 
have been removed from Reggio. One 
thousand bodies have been dug from 
the ruins of fallen buildings and 
buried tn improvised cemeteries. 
Among those who escaped uninjured 
when the shock came were three chil- 
dren, who, after being buried itn the 
débris of their home for seven days, 
got out unaided, burrowing Iike mice. 
The safe of the Bank of Italy, con- 
taining $3,000,000, has heen, found. 
Fresh earthquake shocks are being 
felt here, at Branca Tefe and Messina 
each night, They are preceded by ex- 
plosions, and buildings that were not 
totally destroyed in the big shock are 
being further damaged.

Heavy Snowfall in Northern Part 
of California Turning Into Rain 
“Toward South — Communication 
‘With East Possible Only Through 
Los Angeles. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. &.—Stormy 
weather throughout this part of the 
State has caused considerable delay in 
railway traffic tenight while the serv- 
ice of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company has-been badly crippled, and 
in some cases stopped entirely by the 
breaking down of the wires. 

Owing to the snow in the mountains 
all trains from the East by way of 
Reno and Ogden are many hours late, 
and telegraphic communication was 
maintained with eastern points only 
through Los Angeles and Sait Lake. 
To the north the Western Union com- 
parry lost all wires between Ashland 
and Portland, Or. 

At Summit, in the northern portion 
of,the State, the snowfall .was 100 
inches during the day, with no _ 
of the end of the storm. The distufbd- 
ance extended northward to Portland, 
where unusually cold weather pre- 
vailedethe highest temperature of the 
day being 14 deg. above zero. 

In this city .76 of an inch of rain 
fell during the day, with prospects of 
more tonight. 

TUNNEL CAVES IN. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO,. Jan. 8.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A bad caveé-in at tunnel 2, 
between Summit and Lake View, on 
the mountain division of the Southern 
Pacific, today caused several hours’ de- 
lay of trains. A heavy rainfajl oc- 
curred here today, and at many points 
throughout Sacramento Valley, with 
still heavier precipitation in the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. All streams are 
swollen, and high-water marks of sea- 
sons prior to 1907 Mave been reached 
at several points.

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Pig's blood, medically pre- 
pared, is of the highest value in the 
cure of incipient tubetculosis, accord- 
ing to an announcement made yester- 
day by Dr. Daniel E. Ricardo, lec- 
turer on surgery in the Post Graduate 
Medical College. Ox blood or cow 
blood also is good, according to the 
physician, but he places the highest 
value on pig's blood becausé the latter 
contains a much higher percentage ‘of 
hemaglobin—the red part of the red 
blood corpuscles. 

By experiments carried on, Dr. 
Ricardo said he had arrived at the 
same conclusion as Dr. R. C. Rosen- 
berger of Jefferson College, Philadel- 
phia, that tuberculosis first manifests 
itself in the blood of the patient. Es- 
tablishing it as a fact that tubercu- 
lar baccilil first are found in the bleod 
before they attack the tiseue of the 
langs and other parts of the body of 
small resistitig power, Dr. Ricardo 
set about experimenting with a view 
to discovering a cure. The results of 
the experiments were “blood 
foods’’ were found to have great cura- 
tive powers. “Impoverishment of the 
blood,”” Dr. Ricardo said, “is the first 
éymptom of tuberculosis.” 

“There is no longer any doubt that 
tuberculosis starts in the blood,” sald 
Dr. Ricardo. “TI have treated from 
forty to fifty cases in Chicago tn the 
last three years, and I am convinced 
of it. At the same time, I have ex- 
perimented with a view to discover- 
ing a cure for the inciplent stage df 
the disease.”

THE CHIEF ARGUMENT. 
“But your-committee has to consider 


upon the motives of Congress in its 
action last session, to consider his 
suggestions as to future legislation 
and to report whether Congress with 
proper self-respect can receive them. 
It is said in the message that the 
chief argument in favor of the pro- 
vision was that the Congressmen did 
not themselves wish to be investigat- 
ed by secret service men, and this is 
repeated in the annual message. If 
this were the chief argument, it must 
have been by this argument that a 
}majority of the members were led to 
vote in favor of. the offending pro- 
vision. 

“Your com/snittee is unable to share 
in this belief. In the argument in the 
House the gentleman from Kentucky, 
speaking in favor of the amendment, 
asked if it was intended that if a 
member of Congress was guilty of 
unbecoming conduct the department 
would be warranted in investigating 
his conduct by secret service men, 
And the gentleman from New York, 
opposing the amendment, stated that 
we all knew, as lawyers, that we were 
not Federal officers; that we were 
component members of the govern- 
ment, and there was no one over us, 

HOT ONE ON PRESIDENT. 

“Then the gentleman from Ken- 
tucky said, notwithstanding the views 
of the gentleman from New -York, the 
private conduct of a member of Con- 
gress had once been investigated by 
secret service men, but the gentle- 
man from New York denied even this 
one and sojitary instance and stated 
the investigatian in the case cited had 
not been made by a member of the 
secret service, but by a police officer 
of Washington. 

“Wa do not think that even the 
most timorous of Congressmen could 
have been induced by these arguments 
to vote in favor of the amendment 
from fear that. if he voted ‘no’ the se- 
eret service might ferret out his secret 
sins. 

“Nor does it seem that statements 
made in 1904, even by a@ newspaper re- 
porter, are convincing evidence of the 
motive which actuated Congressmen in 
their votes in 1908 The statement 
made in newspapers are sometimes 
questioned even at the White"House. 

“The statement contained in ~thb 
that the chief argument in 


message 
favor of the provision was that the 
Cengressmen did not themselves wish 
to be investigatei can have but one 
meaning. It means that Congress 
veted for the measure from an im- 
proper motive. Any Congressman 


whose vote can be determined by un- 
willingness to have his own conduct 
investigated by secret-service men, or 
by any other men, must surely be in. 
fear of the law. If it was bell 
that a majority of this body were in 
fear that their acts migtft be investi- 
gated and their crimes discovered, tne 
respect of the people, which ft is im- 
portant for the republic that Congres 
should possess, would be impaired it 
not destroyed. 

JEALOUS OF NATION'S HONOR. 

“Tt is dangerous to the republic 
that a -large portion of our people 
should have their confidence shaken 
in the judges who interpret the laws; 
equally dangerous that their confidence 
should be impaired in those whe enact 
the laws. and it is for this reason that 
the duty evolves upon the law- 
makers not to allow the integrity of | 
their métives to be lightiy questioned. 
We ma 
body will be respected hy the people | 
Uniess it respect itself, We are jeal- 
ous of the honor of the nation; we 
should be equaily jealous of the honor 
of our institutions. 

*“Doubtiess in the Congress are some- 
times found unfit and dishonest men, 
but I believe that with few exceptions 
the body is composed of men of integ- 
rity, whose vote is determined not by 
fear of the police, but by an honest re- 
gard’ for the public service.

“The President, in his message of 
January 4, denied that the paragraph 
of the annual message casts refiec- 
tions of the integrity of the House: 
attributes to the House ‘an entire 
failure to understand my message,’ 
declares that he has made no charge 
of. corruption against any members 
of this House, and by implication 
States that he has no proof of cor- 
ruption of any member of this House. 

“Whether the House in lis resolu- 
tion of December 17, 1908, correctly in- 
etrpreted the meaning of the words 
used by the President in his annual 
message or whether it misunderstood 
that language as the President im- 
plies, will be judged now, and in the 
future according to the accepted in- 
terpretations of the English language. 

WITHOUT BASIS OF FACT. 

“This House, charged only with its 
responsibility to the people of the 
United States and its obligation to 
transmit unimpaired to the future the 
representative institutions inherited 
from the past and to preserve its own 
dignity, must insist upon its own ca- 
pacity to understand the import of the 
President's tanguage. We consider 
the language oy; the President in his 
message of Deceipber &, 190%, unjusti- 
fied and without .basis of fact. and 
that it constitutes a breach of the 
privileger of the House, and, there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, that the House exercise 
its ednstitutional prerogatives, de- 
clines to consider any communication 
from any source which is not in its 
own judgment respectful; and, be it 
further 

“Resolved, that the special commit- 
tee and the Committee of the Whole 
House on the State of the Union be 
discharged from any consideration of 
so much of the President's annual 
message as relates to the secret serv- 
lice, and is above set forth, and that 
the said portion of the message be 
laid on the table: and, be it further 

“Resolved, that the message of the 
President sent to the House on Janu- 
ary 4, 19909, being unresponsive to the 
inquiry of the House, and constituting 
at invesion of the privileges of this 
i.ouse by questioning the motives 
and intelligence of members in the ex- 
ercise of thelr constitutional rights 
and functions, be laid on the table.” 

MESSAGE INTERRUPTS. 

When Mr. Perkins concluded, he 
yielded time to his colleague on the 
committee, Mr. Denby. 

The President, Mr. Denby declared, 
did not agree with the committee, but 
surely, he said, he could not claim the 
right to hold wp to puldic ridicule in 
a State paper every member whore 
views @id not exactly aecord with his 
own, 

A ludicrous interruption of the de- 
bate occurred just as Mr. Denby con- 
cluded, when a doorkeeper announced: 
“Mr. Speaker, a message from the 
President of the United States.”

DEFENDS PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Bennett of New York. pointed 
out that not longer than two years ago, 
a committee of the House had inserted 
a clause.in the Burteson bil! to: punish 
the giving away prematurely of infqr-

“The people of this country have 
sent their representatives io the Con- 
gress. Many of them have for tong 
years been re@lected at the polls or the 
legisiatures. We du not believe that 
popular government and universal suf- 
frage are such lamentable failures that 
dishonest, cowardly or untfit men are 
chosen to continue in office. In this 
matter we stand pot only for our- 
selves, but for those who sent us here. 
impeachment of those who are 
chosen is of the impeachitent of- those 
who choose. a 

TO BE DEPLORED. 

“The President says that no one 

holds the dignity of the Congress of 
the United States in higher regard 
than he does. It would, therefore, be 
a thing to be deplored if, as a result 
of any unfortunate inadvertence of 
language, any untoward comb'nation 
of words or expressions should remain 
in his message which might be tnter- 
preted by the people as lessening the 
dignity and thereby weakening the au- 
thority of the Congress. 
“It is said in the message that 
criminals should be prosecuted if found 
in the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment, and with this we wholly 
agree. But the President adds, ‘If this 
is not considered desirable, a spécial 
exception coyld. be made in the law 
prohibiting the use of secret service 
officers in investigating tmembers of 
Congress.’ In Other words, it is sug- 
gested that we pases a law which will 
facilitate the exposure of other crimi- 
nals, but will protect ourselves. If a 
majority of the Congress stand in fa- 
vor of the exposure of their own mis- 
deeds, they would be ready to vote 
for such .a law, but such is not the 
case, and against it we must protest. 
If Congress listens tamely and timidly 
to reflections upon the character of its 
members and its honesty of purpose, it 
will deserve and it will certainly re- 
ceive the contempt of the public. We 
feel that the suggestions in the Presi- 
dent's message, the Congress should 
refure to meekly receive and mildly to 
consider. 

FREQUENT APPLAUSE. 

“During long centuries our English- 
speaking ancestors struggled and bled 
that a representative 
might be established among Eugl! 
people. Our Revolutionary forefath- 
ers, more than a century ago, strug- 
gied and bled that ovr government 
should be a representative government; 
that the laws of the American people 
should be pasred by the representa- 
tives chosen by the American people. 
The Congress of the United States to- 
day exists as a result of centuries of 
struggle for popular government. Let 
every man who is a member of it vote 
on this question fn the manner which 
Seems to him most worthy of the tra- 
ditions of which we are the heirs, of 
the institutions of which we are the}. 
protectors, and. of the people of whom 
we are the representatives.”

Mr. Tawney, presenting his views of 
the case, deciared that nothing could 
contribute so much to. the destruction 
of the republic as an attempt upon the 
part of one branch of it to. impeach the 
honor and integrity of another branch, 
however that attempted impeachment 
may be sought, whether by attributing 
to the mmebers of that other branch 
as a Whole motive for conduct whollv 
inconsistent with honor, integrity and 
the faithful discharge of duty, or 
otherw ise. 

The arbitrary and unauthorized use 
of the great power of any one of the 
local branches of the government in 
that respect. he said, if allowed to 
pass unchallenged, would go further to 
‘undermine the confidence of the people 
in their government and the very 
foundation of the government than al! 
other agencies combined. 

He said that when the Executive 
deliberately charged, as he said was 
done in his message of December & 
1998, the legislative branch in the ex- 
ercise of its constitutional functions, 
passed legisiation which has been of 
benefit only, and would be of benefit 
only. to the eriminal classes, and “if 
deliberately introduced for the purpose 
of diminishing the effectiveness of war 
against crime, it could not have been 
better devised to that end.” there was 
clearly implied that in adopting the

itself and no one else. 

When the further applause afcorded 
Mr. Tawney subsided, Mr. Sheriey took 
the floor. 


LIBELED THE HOWSE. 


Declaring that he could not see how 
any other conclusion could be reached 
than that the President deliberately li- 
| beled the House, Mr. Sheriey devoted 
his remarks principally to the Presi- 
deng's references to him in his special 
mersage. He characterized the action 
aS 4 grave breach of the privileges of 
the House, and thereby a grave injury 
to the, country, and claimed that “no 
response to the previous resolution of 
the Houre could be accepted that did 
not contain a withdrawal of the offen- 
sive language objected to and an apol- 
ogy therefor.” 

“Instead of such a repsonse, how- 
ever.” continued Mr. Sherkey, ‘“‘the 
President has declared; that the lan- 
guage used by him does not mean what 
it plainly says, and no effort is made 
to change the issue existing between 
the House and the Executive.” 

He said that this issue is whether 
the Executive was warranted in im- 
pugning the motives of the Hougre in 
enacting legisiation that was believed 
by him to be unwise. *To attempt to 
answer such an issue by a disclaimer 
of any intention to offend while re- 
peating the offensive language, is to

“How any person can carefully read 
the language I have just quoted and 
come toe any other conclusion than 
that the President deiiberately libeted 
the House, [ am unable to understand,” 
said Mr. Sherley.

Dirty Election. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 7.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:}] I wish to in-

I am a taxpayer and J voted no to 
both of the tickets of yesterday's elec- 
tion, also I am a registered voter of 
the one hundred and sixty-seventh pre- 
einct. and I am willing to take the 
stand if necessary to help prove the 
illegality of the method pursued at my 
polling place. 

When I went into the polling booth 
I expected to find the Great Register 
in use, and called out my name. I was 
asked where I resided, and the man 
behind the pencil said he guessed that 
I voted there, he did not have a map 
of the ward, so he did not know any- 
thing about it. 

I had to mark my ballot in the open 
with three persons looking on, the bal- 
lot clerks and a boy about 15 years 
of age whom I judged to be a High 
School boy. He sat withinarm’s length 
of the ballot box all the while I was 
present. 

I did’ not even sign my name as the 
clerk did that, and another man who 
was sitting beside the clerk watched 
my ballot and jotted something down 
in a private memorandum book as 
soon as he saw the way I had voted. 
I suppose he was polling the vote for 
some of the grafters. The only legal 
proceeding that I saw was when the 
colored ballot clerk called me back to 
see him put my ballot in the box. I 
had started to leave the place as I 
clearly saw that it did not make any 
difference which way that I cast my 
ballot: the box could be stuffed to sult 
the grafters. I have served on the 
election board and this was the only 
legai proceeding that I observed in 
casting my balioct. 

It is a devil of a note when people 
that do not own any property or pay 
taxes can vote to raise the taxes of 
those who own property. 

I most sincerely hope that The Times 
will use every effort to knock this 
election higher than a kite. I would not 
say a word against good schools if I 
thought that the .money would not be 
grafted away for private purposes, but 
with such an outrageous nning 
God only knows where the mo will 
go if this election is not proven illegal.

SEVERE LOSS. 


PROMINENT BUSINESS MAN IN 
LAST SLEEP. 


Jacob Baruch Succumbs to Preu- 
monia—Twenty-eight Years De- 
voted to Advancement of Los An- 
geles’ Interests—Member of Civic 
Bodies and Bank Director. 


In the death of Jacob Baruch, which 
resulted from pneumonia at the family 
residence at No. $45 South Olive street 
Thursday evening, Los Angeles has lost 
a citizen whe ior twenty-eight years 
occupied a prominent place in loval 
business circies. 

Mr. Baruch, who was a member of 
the wholesale grocery firm of Haas, 
Baruch & Co., was born in New York 
City in 1848 and came to California 
in 1872. For a number of years he was 
proprietor of the general merchandise 
store at Downey, which at that time 
Was merely a trading post. In 1880 
he sold this property and became 
junior member of the firm of Hellinan, 
Haas & Co., which in recent years 
has been changed to the present firm 
name, owing to the retirement of Mr.

MUCH POLITICAL FRICTION. 

There seems to us to be too much pragmatical 
. interference of one branch of the Kederal govern- 
| ment with another at Washington. 
Take the latest tempest in a teapot stirred up by 
+ Senator Culberson. There is a law whose purpose 
is to check the destruction of one industrial enter- 
prise by another, a rival, the effect of which would 
be to create a monopoly. This legislation is new, 
and in its present form is tentative and crude. 

In the recent business depression when a panic 
threatened, the United States Steel Company, fear- 


pre@ipitate a general collapse, approached the Presi- 
dent with an explanation. They expressed a desire 
te obey the laws, and sought an exchange of views. 
Mr. Roosevelt saw the danger, took cognizance of 
the good intentions of those who were in conference, 
and thereupon advised the Attorney-General that, in 
his opinion, no breach of the law was intended or 


involved in the proposed action. - 
The Department of Justice is not an independent 
nor codérdinate branch of the government. The At- 


torney-General is a Cabinet officer, a member of the 
President's official family. The Cabinet is ordained 
to give the President counsel. To be sure, the Sen- 
ate has a veto power on appointments to this body 
of advisers. But the i of the Cabinet dea! 
with the President, not with Congress. The Cabi- 
net is part of the executive department. 

The legislative branch, Congress, and the exegu- 
‘tive branch, the President, are independent, co- 
ordinate arms of the government. The Constitution 
clearly defines the functions of each, and jealously 
protects éach from encroachment on the part ef the 


When President Roosevelt teck the action here 
considered he was clearly within his rights. He 
was sworn to execute the laws as passed by Con- 
gress and as construed by the judiciary. The De- 
partment of Justice is intended to advise the Presi- 
dent as to the legal status of a possible case. There- 
after the President’s own judgment and conscience 
must be his guide. . 

Looked at in this way (which we conceive to be 
the right way) Senator Culberson has no part nor 
lot in the matter. To put it bluntly, it is not his 
business to instruct the President as to how he shal! 
conduct his office. President Roosevelt took no oath 
to enforce the laws of Congress according to Sen- 
| ator Culberton’s interpretation of those laws. 

The Senate may exercise a check on the Executive 
fn one set of circumstances. That body may call 
the President to account in a very extreme case. If 
he is transgressing the bounds of constitutional 
propriety in. a dangerous way, the Senate may im- 
peach the President. This has been done once in our 


the public mind. Passions were at a white heat. 
The Senate had the popular feeling on its side, and 
the President was extremely unpopular. To the 
lasting glory of our country, the court (the Senate) 
upheld the Executive, great as was the temptation 
to decide otherwise, and gravely as the charges 
were sustained. 

But this constitutional provision does not clothe 
2 Senator with the function of keeping the Presi- 
dent's conscience, nor does it clothe the Senate ar a 
whole with the right to call the President to account 
for each official act. 
Tt would be well for the country if less political 
capital were sought on the floors of Congress, if the 
several branches of the nt would learn 
to let codrdinate departments alone—«f each person 
entrusted with a govermental function would study 
the Constitution and follow its provisions as nearly 
as possible. 


TATE CONTROL OF HIGHWAYS. 

The California Geod Rvads Association wil! 
ask the Legisiature at ite present session to pass a 
law which shall place the mam highways of the 
State under State contro]. The bil! has been framed 
and will be presented at an early date, The vari- 
ous county Highway Commissions, including Los 
Angeles, appear to be a unit in favoring the law, 
and, unless the bill shall develop objectionable -fea- 
tures, it is likely to meet with the support of the 


| people at large. - 


The Times is informed that friends of the pro- 
posed bill desire to have enacted a law similar to 
| the law now in force in the States of New York 
and Massachusetts. This law enables the State. to 
declare certain highways (which ere great arteries 
of travel, used in common by al! the people and 
distinctly unlike mere county roads) to be “State 
roads.” These highways then pass under the con- 
trol of .the State, and the State maintains them 
from a tax specifically levied for that purpoee. 

The effect of euch a law on Los Angeles county 
would be that when we have constructed the 300 
and more miles of highways for which bonds to the 
amount of #3,500,000 were lately voted, those/mag- 
nificent boulevards would pass into the control of 
the State, which would thereafter maintain them. 
The-County Board of Supervisors would no longer 
have them in its jurisdiction. 

The proposed law provides for a State Highway 
Commission, which would have power to care for 
all State highways. This commission would ap- 
point a State Engineér and name ail his assistants 
down to the inenectors and overseers, who would 
be responsible for the maintainence of the roads, 
section by section. The bill makes the important 
provision that these rand keepers, engineers, mend. 
ers and all, shall be subject to civil service rules. 

As we have said in the beginning, if the bil! be 
not made cumbersome, and if it shal] not appear 
leaded with objectionable features, but shall, ia- 


that the people will faver it. for the reason that the 
experiences of other States and other countries 
have demonstrated that State contro] of what are 
in reality State highways is the best method. 

It is one thing to build a good road, but another 
to maintain it as a d road after it has been 
built. Perhaps the best roade in the world are in 
France, standing to this dev ae an enduring monu- 
ment to the administrative greatness of Napoleon.

HE OLD SAFE PATHS. 

We regard it-as a matter of grave concern 
that our legislators and executive officers, our po- 
litica! teachers, whether on ‘the rostrum or in the 
editorial columns of ‘the newspapers, so generally 
fail to make themselves well acquainted with the 
views held by the elder statesmen of America—and 
at all times, including the present, held by the great 
statesmen, who interpret in the American way 
the American Constitution. 

James Madison was the fourth President of the 
United States. He was already 25 vears old when 
the Declaration of Independence was issued. He 
had been gradnated from Princeton College in New 
Jersey four vears before that memorable event. In 
the very year of our independence he was a mem- 
ber of the Virginia convention. A year later he was 
a member of the Council of State. Four years after 
our inderendence was declared he war a delegate 
in Congress, and succeeded in 180° Thomas Jeffer- 
eon as President of the United States, holding that 
office for vears. 

In the days of Mr. Madison there was a good 
deal of public discussion as to whether a republican 
form of gevernment could prove stable in a country 
eo large in territorial area as ours at thet time. 
With the most luminous conception of the principles 
of government and with the most admirable use of 
language, this early statesman set forth the funda- 
mental difference between “a pure democracy” and 
“a representative republic.” It was through mis- 
conception of the two forms of government growing 
out of a “confusion of names” that the popular 
mind in Madisen’s day was errant upon this mat- 
ter of the stability of the reeently-formed federation 
of States. He calls attention to the fact that what 
we call republics, as euch form of government ex- 
isted in Europe prior to the Christian era, were, in 
fact, democracies. He says: “America can claim 
the merit of making the discovery, the basis of un-

With not a 
dissenting vote the Legislature of the State in- 
structed Mr. Perkins fo cast his vote for the treaty 
as a whole. | 

Mr. White reused to take iAstructions from the 
Legislature of his State. He says: “I do not con- 


sider myself in any manner bound therebs’, nor can 
the present Republican Legislature, even with the 


concurrence of the Democratic minority, dictate my 
vote; nor can any Legislature er community rule 
my conscience or ¢compel me to support a measure 
which I deem subversive of good government. I 
cannot, were I willing to do so, trade my mature 
judgment for the opinion, however respectable, of 
any man or set of men.” . Farther on in this speech 
Mr. White save: “It is undoubtedly true that Sen- 
aters are the agents, in a qualified sense. for the 


| time being, of the people of tWeir States. But their 


agoney involves discretion. They are net to shift 
their positions with every turn of the tide. As ‘his 
is not a pure demorrac:, but is @ representative 
government, it is not expected that Senators will 


_chenge their views with every altered political or 


other determination of those from whom they have

Former Gov. Gage, at the unveiling of the statue 
erected by the people of California to commemorate 
Mr. White to those who follow us, delivered an ad- 
dress, in which he set forth these views as held by 
the denarted Senator. More than one or two of the 
papers of the State took the speaker on that occa- 
sion somewhat roughly to task, alleging that Mr. 
Gage had credited Senator White with sentiments 
he never uttered. These papers claimed Mr. White 
ak an advocate of “pure democracy,” and as com- 
mitted to the referendum system. Listen to this 
from Mr. White himself: “When we declare on 
oath, and call the Almighty to witness, that we will 
support and maintain the* Constitution, we do not 
any or mean the Conatitution as interpreted by a 
Legislature, but as it should be read. Even the 
people cannot compel us to break our word. There 
‘is no proeedure by which the people are to directly 
determine any appeal as to these questions. If I 
am wrong as to this, let us adept the referendum 
system. . (© . There ie no law for this, nor 
would I favor such an enactment.” : 

Here we have one of the founders of the republic, 
living at the time the Declaration of Independence 
was published, aiding with his advice in the forma- 
tion of the Constitution of the T'nited States, tn- 
structing ys that this is not a pure demecracy but 
a representative republic; and here we have a na- 
tive son of our own Califoriig, known and respected 
so much and so recently by us all, warning us of the 
dangera of a pure democracy end declaring that he 
never would vote for an enactment of any law em- 
bracing the referendum erystem. In the face of the 
giant statesmen of all times, we may wel! hesitate 
before we follow to the extent of a single step the 
pigmy politicians who stand ignorantly fora pure 
demorracy, not knowing the meaning of the term,

ENTIMENT OR SAFETY? 

The acclaim with which the American fleet 
was received in Australia was surprisingly warm.

Natur- 
ally we Americans thought it was a tribute to the 
fascinating, personality of the American citizen 
whether onfsea or on land, and to the great country 
whose gov®@rnment is founded on simple manhood 
without frills, titles or other non-essential acces- 
sorics. The English were a bit in the mood of the 
young man who finds his sweetheart somewhat too 
cordial in her dealings with his rival. Much pains 
were taken to assure the world of the unshakable 
loyalty of the colonies te the mother. country. 

Ae we get acanaintance with Australian senti- 
ment we begin to find a though’ held in reserve. 
‘The Australiana are set on excluding Japanese and 
other non-aseimilative races from their soil, they 
being judges of what races are non-ass:milative. 
This exclusion policy is recognized as fraught with 
danger. The self-esteem of the Japanese is not 
small, and if the Mikedo’s government should take 
umbrage at any action taken in Australia an awk- 
ward condition would be created, There is a doubt 
as to the action the home government could or 
would take. The imperial authorities might not see 


the matter in the Australian light, or if théy did 


there is some question of Great Britain being able, 
single-handed, to force the hands of Japan. 
ose sixteen battleships with home ports on the 
Pacibc Ocean looked to the Australians like things 
worth having on their side in case of any attempt 
on the part of non-Caucasian races to try to compel 
recognition of- social, political and racial equality. 
There was not much done in Australia to veil this 
sentiment.

SOUTHERN COUNTY SOON TO GO 
COMPLETELY ORY. 

Wineries May Continue Manufac- 
ture of Cooling Drink, but Under 
no: Circumstances Are They to 
Sell or Even Give it Away te the 
Thirsty Tourist. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. &.-Automobdile 
tourists in San Diego county will soon 
find it impossible to quench their thirst 
at some wayside inn, or roedhouse, as 
the County Supervisors will soon adopt 
an ordinance making it a misdemeanor 
to sell or give. away intoxicating 
liquors. The cownty voted for prohi- 
bition in November. 

Hereafter wineries may continue to 
manufacture wines of grapes of their 
own raising, but the owners or em- 
ployés can no longer give away a drink. 
They may sell wine in quantities of not 
less than five gallons to persons resid- 
ing within the precinet of the winery. 
Indians and minors barred. 

Country hotels must consist of more 
than twenty rooms under one roof be- 
fore they shall pe permitted to serve 
wines or liquors with meals, and then 
only within limited hours. To 4isa- 
tribuute liquors or wines will consti- 
tute a misdemeanor. This shuts out 
delivery by dealers or agents. 
stores may sell upon a prescription 
from a reputable physician. A physi- 
clan who furnishes a prescription to 
well persons or to drunkards will be 
subject: to arrest. Wine manufactur- 
ere, hotel keepers and druggists will 
be required te furnish a cash bond to 
the county. Violators subject to 
$59 fine or six months’ imprisonment.
